British ship carrying fuel oil to 
loyal Spanish cruisers. 
Another British destroyer, the 
Wild Swan, 'fired a

BOSTON, July 23— (/P)—One of 
the two comets currently visible 
retreated 
into space today, but 
the question of what might hap- 
pen should the earth collide with 
the head of one of these Celestial 
wanderers claimed the Interest of 
astronomers 
and amateur 
star- 
gazers. 


The Yerkes observatory report- 


ed Kaho's comet, discovered by 
an amateur Japanese astronomer 
July 17, had turned from the 
earth and sun and would ap- 
proach no closer than 100,000,000 
miles. 
Peltiers comet, 
however, con- 


tinued its approach at the rate 
of 25 miles per second. Astron- 
omers estimated it would attain 
its closest poitit, 16,000,000 miles, 
about August 4. 
The -earth bears three scars to 
suggest what might happen if 
one of these wanderers collided 
with it. 


One of them, spread over the 
Coastal plains of North and South 
Carolina between the 
Savannah 
river and Cape Lookout, is made 
up of 1,500 indentations 
that 


might have been made by stones 
forming the head of a comet. 
Claimed Collision Marks. 


Two geologists hold they were 
made when the earth collided with 
the head of a "small comet." 
These scars, elliptical, shallow 
craters, some of them two miles 
long also might have been made 
by wind and water erosion, or by 
the reactions of some types of 
soil with the weather. 
Dr. F. A. Melton and Dr. Wil- 
liam Schrivner of the University 
of Oklahoma, who hold they re- 
sulted from collision with a little 
comet, estimate there were prob-

fully small. I saw in Russia the 
rise of the "battalions of death"— 
regiments of men and 
women 


moving to the front from which 
the 
faint-hearted had deserted, 


and pledged to die before surren- 
dering. We could do with a few 
"battalions of death" in our social 
and spiritual warfare today. We 
are not writing many additional 
paragraphs to the eleventh chap 
ter of Hebrews. 


May we not go so far as to say 
that unless there is in a 
life 


something worth dying fpr, then 
there is in it nothing worth liv- 
ing for? A carcass-coddling era, 
which regards the mere prolonga- 
tion of physical existence as Its 
supreme goal, will write no glor- 
ious chapters of history. 


"In what religion were you told 
'A man must live?' 


There are times when a man 
must die. 


Imagine, for a battle cry 
From soldiers, with a sword to 


hold— 


From soldiers, with the flag un- 


rolled— 


The coward's whine, this liar's 
lie. 
'A man must live.'!" 


A Pioneer of Death. 
In that early church in Jeru- 
salem, every aspect of which is 
of absorbing interest, the Spirit 
of Jesus was so powerful that 
even 
In 
unexpected 
places we 


find heroism like His own. Ste- 
phen, for instance, was not an 
apostle, but a deacon, devoted to 
the 
secularlttes of the 
church, 


•with which the apostles could not 
take time to concern themsleves. 
He may be called one of 
the 
church's laymen, a business man. 
Yet what prophet could match 
him In spiritual qualities? Cer- 
tainly, the highbrows from 
Gy- 
rene and Alexandria and Cllicia 


- (Acts 6:9, 10) were no match for 
him. 
Stephen's address In his 


own defense, after his arrest, is 
one of the longest and best in 
\ the New Testament. 


Of course, Stephen had been 
arrested. 
Enemies of truth al- 
ways resort to force when their 
wits fall them. It is ' the small 
boy'» way to end an argument 
•with, "I can lick you. anyway." 
When religion resorts to the sec- 
ular arm it is a sign that she 
is spiritually weak. All, through 
the ages there has 
been 
this 
turning to the jail, torture and 
death for those whose ideas were 
disapproved 
by 
the 
prevailing 
party, In church and state. 
Ste- 


phen was the first victim of this 
spirit In the Christian era. 
He 


was a pioneer of 
death, 
for 
faith's sake, In direct succession 
to his Lord. His straight 
and 


stinging speech to his accusers

face was like that of an angel. 
As his hate-filled, teeth-gnashing 
foes rushed him forth to a cruel 
death by stoning, "he, being full 
of the 
Holy Spirit, looked up 
steadfastly in to heaven, and saw 
the 
glory 
of God, and 
Jesus 


standing on the right hand of 
God." 
I once heard Moody say, 
"Jesus was standing; He could 
not remain seated on His throne 
while His disciple was 
confess- 


ing Him unto the death." 


By way of Stephen's martyr- 


dom, we get a glimpse into heaven 
and an Immortal testimony to its 
reality. It was not only a gleam 
of glory, that well contented this 
first Christian confessor, so that 
he had no word of anguish con- 
cerning his own sufferings, but 
only ecstasy of one whose eyes 
looked upon his King. Stephen's 
sublime 
dying 
cry 
was 
"Lord 


Jesus, receive my spirit—Lord, 
lay not this sin to their charge." 
So much greater Is the soul than 
the body that life went out of 
the bruised, bleeding frame so 
serenely that the record is that 
"he fell asleep." 


Stephen's ministry did not end 


on that black day in Jerusalem 
His death scattered the embers 
of the fires of faith over the 
whole known world. The perse- 
cution that began with him con- 
tinued until the Christians were 
"scattered abroad." Moreover, this 
first Christian 
martyrdom 
has 


been the 
inspiration and stay 


of countless martyrs since. 
In 


our own time, the churches are 
singing, with renewed zest, the 
hymn written nearly a century 
ago, by Frederick W. Faber, a 
convert to Catholicism, who want- 
ed his Church to sing as the 
Protestants 
were 
doing. 
His 
"Faith of our fathers! living still, 
In spite of dungeon, fire 
and 


sword," carries on the message 
of Stephen, 


"Faith of our 
fathers! 
God's 
great power 


ShaU win all nations unto thee; 
And through the truth that comes 


from God 


Mankind shall then be truly free. 
Faith of our fathers, holy faith! 
We will be true to

till 
death."

In Washington, Secretary Hull 
announced the American Export 
line had agreed to divert one of 
its vessels to Barcelona to evacu- 
ate Americans if necessary.

E. Chapman at Bilbao for a war 
vessel. 
The American battleship Okla- 
homa steamed from Cherbourg, 
France, to Bilbao to 
evacuate 
American women and children 
from the Spanish north coast.

Government bombs, plummeted 
to rebel targets from airplanes 
swooping over army barracks at 
Zaragoza, Spain, today in a fresh 
assault intended to help break 
the back of a revolution now in 
its seventh day. 


To Storm Zaragoza. 
Running a gamut of anti-air- 
craft fire at this, a rebel strong- 
hold in northeastern Spain, the 
planes augmented a column of 
militiamen organized to reinforce 
4,000 loyalists determined to take 
Zaragoza by storm. 


On a wide battlefront of the 
civil war, which some sources es- 
timated had taken a toll of 25,000 
dead and wounded, loyal hordes 
of Spain's liberallst government 
forces marched out of Madrid to 
meet the threat of two fascist 
columns converging on the capi- 
tal. 


Word 
received 
In 
Hendaye, 
France, said the 
Madrid-bound 


fascist columns faced a firm de- 
fense by a trained army of 36,000 
civil guards. 
The most bitter fighting seem- 
ed, to center around Zaragoza and 
Seville, 
in 
southwestern 
Spain, 
and that in itself was interpret- 
ed by observers as an indication 
of how widespread the rebellion 
remained. 


Declared Situation Improving 
But, the government announc- 
ed, "the situation is Improving 
from hour to hour."

rebels, the liberalist government 
of Spain announced tonight, have 
been driven back from the road 
to Madrid with heavy losses. 
Advices from Somo Sierra, near 


Burgos, said the Insurgents ad- 
vancing from the north had been 
pushed back 14 kilometers (about 
9 miles) by loyal troops. 


• General Emllio Mola, rebel com- 
mander, was reported to 
have 
retired in confusion, cutting tele- 
phone and telegraph wires. 


Many of his troops were laid 
to have slain their officer* in 
order to join the loyal forces. 
In addition to dominating the 


Madrid area, the government said 
it was steadily pushing forces to- 
ward Zaragoza, Segovia and Sal- 
smanaca in the north nd toward 
Casres, 
Seville, 
Albcete, Cadiz, 
and Algeclras, Insurgent strong- 
holds in the south. 
Four hundred prisoners 
were 
taken by the. loyal forces In the 
fighting at Soma Sierra. 
Sis thousand Catalonians were 


marching on Zaragoza while loyal 
aif forces took heavy rebel loss- 
es In a bombardment of the city.

MADRID, July 
23.—(ff)—Loyal 


Kiordes of Spain's liberalist gov- 
'ernment forces marched out of 
Madrid today to clash with fas- 
cist revolutionaries on a wide bat- 
tlefront of civil war. 


The firecest fighting seemed In 
progress around 
Zaragoza 
and 


Seville, with rebel columns be- 
lieved moving on the capital from 
both Burgos and Segovia and 30,- 
000 defenders swarming out to 
meet them. 
"The situation 
is 
Improving 
from hour to hour," said the gov- 
ernment, announcing a fierce bom- 
barment of the 
rebel-held air- 


drome at Seville. 
Other battles were reported at 


Albacete, Guadalajara and else- 
where, with liberallst government 
officials again claiming the upper 
hand. 


Official and unofficial reports 
indicated many hundred men al- 
ready lay dead as the republic 
entered the seventh day of the 
uprising of rightists among the 
leftist regime. 


Government Claims Victory 
The 
government 
claimed 
to 
have crushed the rebellion In at 
least seven towns, but there were 
no authoritative Indications as to 
which side was gaining te upper 
hand in fierce battles at Seville 
and Zaragoza. 


"The 
situation 
is improving 
from hour to hour," said Premier 
Jose Gira! Pereira. "The rebel 
forces at Albacete will be over- 
come during the morning and the 
navy will bombard Tetuan." 
The killing of another general, 
one Valenzuela, and of a rear- 
admiral who had been Imprison- 
ed for several months for plot- 
ting aganst the republic, waa re- 
ported at Guadalajara. 


All rebel officers there fell un- 
der loyalist fire except six who 
were arrested, it was announced. 
Seville Airdromes Bombed 
The government 
airmen 
who 


rained bombs on Seville airdromes 
said they had destroyed rebel 
fuel stores, keeping fascist planes 
on the ground. 
. Loyal aviators were ordered to 
bomb the rebel center of Melilla, 
Spanish, Morocco. 
Claims of rebel victories were 
heard over the radio from stations 
in the hands of insurgents No 
confirmation 
of such victories 
was made by the 
government 
however. 
(Sources outside of Spain re- 


ceived reports the rebels were 
achieving success in the far north 
and in the southern portion of the 
peninsular country.) 
Watch For Fascist*. 


• Sollalist and communist groups 
patrolled Madrid in 
a 
tireless 


lookout for fascists. 
One militiaman said, "I have 
been keeping on for 86 hours. To 
tell the truth, I have slept only 
two hours during this time." 
Any attempt by fascists to con- 
centrate in the capital was frus- 
trated by the constant vigilance 
of the militia. 
The militia also played a large 
rol» in the capture of Alcala De 
Henares, Guadalajura and other 
towns One thousand of the men 
co-operating in the attack on 
Guadalajara. 
Small groups of rebels were re- 
ported within 
several 
hundred 
miles of the capital. The gov- 
ernment was confident either of 
annihilating them or driving the 
insurgents far from Madrid. 
Luis 
Companys, 
Catalonian 


leader, announced a loyal col- 
umn had left Lerlda to attack 
Zaragoza. A force left Madrid for 
Segovia and from there to Zara- 
goza. 
Rebels at Zaragoza Bombed 
Lieut. Col. Candino, chief 
of 
the Catalonian air force, announc- 
ed he had flown over Zaragoza 
and had dropped 60 bombs, de- 
stroying the rebel barracks. Sur- 
render of the city by insurgents 
was reported Imminent. 
Leftistes were quite proud of 


their "victories." Never had such 
enthusiasm and co-operation be- 
tween diffferent groups been seen 
in this country. 
Shouts of "they shall not pass," 
and "they are ours" were heard 
everywhere. 
Republican 
flags 


were displayed on all public build- 
ing* of Madrid, Barcelona and. 
other towns recaptured from the 


FIVB 


rightist*. Large crowds appeared 
in the strets of Madrid. 
The newspaper El Heraldo said, 
"every battle is a -victory. The 
Spanish, people are unshaken in 
their desire for liberty and are 
writing a new epic poem of inde- 
pendence 
Spain Is giving birth 


to its glorious future with much 
suffering." 
Socialist and communist organ- 
izations issued a note advising 
the militia to spare amumnltion. 


"One 
bullet for each

PROGRAM FOR WEST 


WASHINGTON, 
July 21.— 


The AAA, officials said 
today, 


hopes 
shortly 
to 
submit 
to 


ranches a soil conservation pro- 
gram for the vast grazing lairJs 
of trie west. 
Work is under way on a tenta- 


tive plan and officials say 
they 


desire to have a program adopted 
by this fall so ranchers will have 
time during the winter to adjust 
their grazing areas. 


Two major moves are 
being 


studied by the planners: 
1. To 


arrange for ranchers to increase 
their supplemental feed crops to 
relievo the drain upon pasturage 
lands: 2. To encourage ranchers 
to begin grazing livestock later 
in the spring that at present and 
to take the livestock off 
the 


range earlier in the fall to con- 
serve the grass. 


The plan, it is understood, does 


nqt contemplate calling upon cat- 
tle and gheep raisers to reduce 
the number of their livestock. It 
is believed increases in supple- 
mental feed crops will go far to- 
ward 
conserving 
the 
grazing 


lands. 
Participation in the 
pro- 


gram 
would be voluntary, with 


the 
government offering 
afj 
an 


inducement certain cash payments 
to those planting feed crops. No 
specific 
figures 
on these 
pay- 


ments are being made public yet. 


Assisted By Kecords. 


In working out their plan, AAA 


offici.als have been assisted 
by 


records of the forest service as 
to tbe various areas of grazing 
land 
and" the 
number 
of 
live- 


stock on these ranges. On the 
basis 
of the records the 
AAA 


men will seek to determine 
the 


number of livestock which should 
graze in t.hese areas 
and 
the 


amount 
nf supplemental feeding 


that should be undertaken by the 
ranchers. 


This plan to regulate grazing 


aims to maintain the grass in 
the nation's grazing area, which 
officials estimate covers approxi- 
mately 721.000,000 available acres 
of range land in eleven western 
states. 


Reliable reports, AAA men Bald, 


show that 
three-fourths of 
the 
range area has become less pro- 
ductive in the past 30 years, and 
weather records show that one to 
four drought years may be 
ex- 


pected every ten years. 


They measure the agricultural 
asset of grazing resources by the 
fact that in the eleven western 
states less than five per cent of 
the land is devoted to farming 
and the greater part of the re-, 
maining 95 per cent to grazing, 
They estimate that 65 per cent of 
the feed for western livestock Is 
range forage.

behalf of the 
Oak 


Downs tract. 
The Dallas 
civil 
appeals court ruled that the cer- 
tificate system of wagering, as 
legalized 
by the 
legislature on 


horse racing, was illegal on dog 
racing. 


Tho 
other 
case 
arose 
from 
Bexar county, in behalf of the 
all-Texas racing association. The 
civil appeals 
court there 
ruled 


the 
system 
did not contravene 
elate gambling statutes. 


Attorneys for the tracks had 


vigorously urged the court to act 
on the cases before ila summer 
recess in order that the con- 
flicting decisions of the appeals 
courts could be clarified through 
n. ruling by the state's highest tri- 
bunal in civil matters. 


Recessing its current term to 


Oct. 6, the court set the cases 
for submission and overruled a 
motion of Oak Downs, Inc., to 
stay an injunction restraining op- 
eration of the dog track pending 
Its decision on legality of dog 
track betting. 


Attorneys for the track 
said 


operations were permitted in Bex- 
ar county and a track was be- 
ing improved for that purpose

The order In which roads are to be 
built should be determined by an 
independent highway commission, 
not by the governor, they assert. 
They claim that It would take 
many years to build all the roads 
that Gov. Allred has promised. 


• Fears For Gilchrtot 


Some of the friends of Gtbb Gll- 


christ, veteran chief engineer of 
the department, have expressed 
fear that he will1 not be retained if 
Allred is re-elected. The governor 
has not said specifically whether 
he favors retention of Gllchrist. In 
a recent address, however, he stat- 
ed that he had "no desire or Inten- 
tion to Interfere with the personnel 
of the highway department, espe- 
cially the engineering corps." 
The governor has hinted strongly 
that he will not reappolnt D. K. 
Martin of San Antonio to the high- 
way commission. 
Allred's travels over the state 
and his journeys to other parts of 
the nation figure In the campaign. 
Other candidates contend that he 
has neglected his official duties to 
attend 
bridge openings, "queen 


crownings" and the like. 


The governor ridicules his oppon- 
ents for raising such an issue. He 
asserts they should be giving their 
thought to important problems fac- 
ing the state rather than seeking 
victory on the grounds that he is 
a "ribbon cutter." 
Allred has claimed that he feels

How often 
this masqueraded as cucumber 
it is impossible to estimate, but 
I remember a rage some years 
ago for green cucumber creams 
and lotions. Presently I will tell 
you how to make a real one. 
In 
making theatrical 
grease 
paint, a good sun-tan yellow is 
obtained with ochre, bronze by 
using varying amounts of burnt 
umber, blue with 
ultramarine. 
Should you want to try your hand 
at grease paint, mix a little of 
any 
color 
you wish 
with 
an 


equal amount 
of 
precipitated 
chalk. 
Then dilute with oxide 


of zlne until you have the re- 
quired tint. To make it into the 
convenient stick shape, mix it 
with warm mutton »uet and roll 
in 
waxed paper or tinfoil. To 


make a grease paint cream, use 
vaseline instead. If the mixture 
is not sufficiently opaque, 
add 
a little more precipitated chalk. 


Should you want to try a black- 
face makeup, the formula is sim- 
ple. 
You want one-half ounce of 
soot, mixed with one-half ounce 
of almond oil, added to one and

Refuse Injunction 
Prevent Milk Dealers 
Breaking Trade Pact 
BOSTON, July 23.—(XP)_Feder- 
al Judge Elisha H. Brewster re- 
fused today to grant an injunc- 
tion asked by the 
Agricultural 


Adjustment Administration against 
28 Greater Boston milk dealers 
accused 
of 
violating a 
Boston 


milk marketing agreement. The 
AAA, he said, lacked power to 
regulate 
agricultural 
products 
within a state. 


Judge Brewster previously In- 
validated an earlier milk pact for 
the Boston area. 


Today he asserted that "the 
taxes, crop control, the price-fix- 
ing by license agreements were 
all part of a 'statutory plan' 
the end and purpose of which waa 
to regulate and control agricul- 
tural production, or a matter be- 
yond which the powers delegated 
to the federal government. They 
are 'but means to an unconstitu- 
tional end," Judge Brewster said, 
quoting from the supreme court's 
decision invalidating the AAA. 


The government had asked an 


injunction to restrain the dealers 
from operating outside the pro- 
visions 6f the marketing agree- 
ment.
